Daniel said. ""I don : t "believed he 
did.' ; The Kew lork Daily 
ITews said Tuesday Bremer had 
Been traveling with the Wallace 
campaign all week and had en- 



deared himself to members of 
the governor’s staff. The Hews 
attributed the story to an un- 
identified source.

Bremer, a short, stoclsy fig- 
ure, was led into court by sev- 
eral U.S. marshals. He stood, 
hands clasped- behind him, feet, 
slightly apart in a posture re- 
sembling the military parade 
rest stance. 

He grinned slightly before the 
proceedings began, but later 
adopted a more serious appear- 
ance when questioned by the 
magistrate.
